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(43) That the salaries of district health officers be not less than 
$2,000 per annum. 

(44) That the salaries of directors of divisions be not less than 
$2,500 per annum each. 

(45) That the State health organization be provided with suitable 
offices, necessary equipment, and adequate clerical, laboratory and 
field forces to effectively administer the public health laws of the State. 

(46) That not less than $65,000 be appropriated annually to 
defray the expenses of the reorganization of the State health organiza- 
tion and the carrying on of its work. 

(47) That a special appropriation of $3,000 be made to carry on 
extension work in connection with the education of the public in 
sanitation and in the control of preventable diseases. 

(48) That members of the public health council and members of 
the State medical examining board be allowed $10 per diem and 
other necessary expenses while in the discharge of their duties in lieu 
of the present allowance. 

(49) That the State commissioner be allowed necessary traveling 
and other expenses when attending meetings and conferences, beyond 
the limits of the State, in the interest of the public health.
